THE CROWD ABOUT THE CITY HALL.

INTERESTING REVIM SCEX E§ AND 
HORRIRLE FACTS.

V e k a Cm z, Mexico, July Ml. 1885. 
Rambling around the grass-grown streets 
o f this old town, one finds m any traces of 
the past, especially pertaining to that pe­ 
riod when buccaneers ravished the coast 
and robbed the treasure-sbips of Spain. 
Like all other Hispano-American seaports. 
Vera Cruz has its traditional tales of hor­ 
ror. 
The history oí the buccaneers, and 
their exploits of blood and booty, are too 
familiar 
for m inute 
repetition. 
They 
originated 
in 
a 
laudable 
elfort 
to 
-avenge 
the 
gross wrongs inflicted by 
Spain upon traders from other nation- who 
ventured to traffic within that vague region 
which the Rope, as God’s representative, 
had bestowed upon the K ing of Vpain •• to 
conquer and subdue.” 
It was Elizabeth, 
of England, who first raised the question as 
to the validity of the Spanish sovereign’s 
claim s, and who insisted that he had no 
rights to America beyond those o f discov­ 
ery followed by possession. 
But the King 
was too good a Catholic to have his rights 
thus called in question, and when ajheretic 
ship was caught hovering about the V est 
Indies, or anywhere upon “ the Spanish 
m ain,” the horror of priests and the avarice 
o f officials at the approach of heresy to 
their shores led to summary dealings with 
the luckless crews and their cargoes. 
The 
inhuman treatment which Spain thus in­ 
flicted upon honest traders aroused men to 
siezurcs by way of retaliation ; and soon it 
came to pass that vessels bound for those 
seas went fully armed. 
Private war was 
the result, and the superior prowess of the 
Dutch and English soon made sad havoc of 
the plunder which the .Spaniards had been 
wringing from the defenseless natives tor 
more than a hundred years. 


" T H E FILIBU STERS” 
Finally degenerated into pirates and rob­ 
bers. and the Spanish king's galleons and 
all the towns upon his American coast 
were victims of their depredate*]-. 
The 
fury of the buccaneers was m ainly directed 
against the monks and when sacking a 
town they never neglected to pay an es­ 
pecial visit to the convents. 
W hen Vera 
Cruz was sacked by the English corsair, in 
1603, he compelled the nuns and monks to 
carry all the plunder of the town to his 
boats, which lay tossing in the harbor. 
VeraCruz has some thirty schools, sev­ 
eral hospitals, an alms-house, and asylums 
for orphans, the blind and the insane. The 
city is lighted both by gas and electric­ 
ity, and is well watered from the Jamapa 
river. 
Am ong the m ost famous o f its an­ 
cient land-marks is tiic old church of San 
Francisco, now used as a public library. 
A m ong m any other graves, which are scat­ 
tered between the book-staiIs in its dim 
and quaint interior, may be found the 
tomb ot one of Cortes’ grand-daughters. 
The Inquisition —an enormous, thick- 
walled pile near the center of the town — 
lias been transformed into tenement houses, 
aud several children 
now 
enliven the 
gloomy courts that once echoed groans 
. 
human anguish. 
The convents and mon- 
^asteries have all been put to use as public 
schools'. 
Just !;ack of the Alameda—'which is (i 
beautiful promenade, with lmig lines of 
j ink-tinted adobe benches beneath rows 
of towering cocoa-palms—isa very remark­ 
able old church, built by Cortez soon after 
th e e tnqui st. 
Unfortunately the craze for 
cleanliness, which has desecrated most of 
the ancient sanctuaries by alleged “ im ­ 
provements,'' lias not spared even this. 
Outside it is speck and span with fresh 
paint and gilding, and the fat-legged saints 
and no-legged < iherublm clustered about the 
entrance, have brand new stucco dresses, 
w hich may perhaps iic better for the pub­ 
lic health, but is death to artistic beauty. 
There are several good hotels at Vera Cruz, 
several theaters, casinos and club-houses, 
and the usual superabundance of churches 
with grotesque interiors. 
’J he. two-storied casas of adobe—ail uni­ 
form in bight and nearly so in style—are 
tinted pale-green pink, blue,' yellow, and 
each has blinds and balconies o f darker 
green. 
Every balcony is shaded by long 
canvas curtains—generally white, or striped 
red and white—which, dapping looselv in 
the wind, pre-ent such an unusual appear­ 
ance it is not to be wondered that Mrs. 
Ulysses S. Grant inquired, on the occasion 
o f her tirst visit here, .why everybody had 
their blankets out. 


ABOUT THE PUBLIC SQUARE. 
The municipal palace, with its long lints 
^of arelas and 
^ h o ld in g a 
transparent 
clock, 
makes 
an 
elegant 
showing on the eastern side of the public 
square. 
Directly in front of it lies the 
loveliest of plazas, called •‘•La Constitu­ 
ción,” where tiowerv walks are shaded by 
palms an 1 Indian laurels, and where m ili­ 
tary bands play every evening to the spout­ 
ing stone mermaids that grace its central 
fountain. 
The splendid 
market place, 
known as La Plaza del Mercado, was 
erected nearly fifty years ago, at the cost of 
more than a hundred thousand dollars. 
Here in thecarly mornings we procure onr 
daily supply of Cuban cujuacatci for salads 
and an infinite variety of the most luscious 
fruits and flowers the tropics can produce. 
Hundreds o f m ocking 
birds and 
top- 
knotted cardinals echo the general din in 
this characteristic Mexican market, and 
yeliow-headed parrots, with 
marvellous 
talking and singing powers, can be bought 
for a few pesos. 
Vera Cruz is an exceptionally gay town, 
even ¡n this land of light-hearted"people, 
and its citizens are forever giving brilliant 
balls, attending fetes and parties, and pat­ 
ronizing operas and gambling booths, re­ 
" 
o f the fact that death is alwa; 
vest 
. 
>1 y 
that the ancient city is rather melancholy, 
with its grass-grown streets and the hun­ 
dreds of huge zopilotes (black buzzards' 
that are perching everywhere. 
To kill one 
o f these filthy scavenger birds, whether by 
accident or otherwise, insures a fine of $5, 
though they swarm in the streets in count­ 
less numbers, like vultures upon a field of 
battle. 
warn and insect plagues. 
W hen “ northers ” blow—which is about 
three-quarters of the time—then the ‘ True 
Cross c.ty is <!i<iblcrie indeed. Fierce winds, 
that shake the strongest walls of solid 
stone, sift into the houses clouds of fine, 
flea-infested dust, for the virgin soil here­ 
abouts is tilled with pestiferous little in­ 
sects. 
A ll the walls and towers of the city, 
especially those facing the harbor, are 
seamed and scarred by the boisterous gales 
that are forever blowing over the g u lf 
A 
Vera Cmz “ norther” m ust be experienced 
to be appreciated, for neither pen nor 
tongue can do the subject justice. 
Imagine 
a night in this earthly hades, with the 
thermometer skylarking among the nine­ 
ties, every crack and crevice of your habi­ 
tation hermetrically sea le i in a vain en­ 
deavor to keep out the dust, yet stinging 
clouds of it—freighted with fleas—sifting 
in somehow and settling upon every object; 
w hile the walls around you swav with the 
force of the simoon, the roof momentarily 
threatens to go sailing away, and the raging 
gulf, lashed into fury, conies roaring over 
the ramparts. 


NOVEL WAY TO SECURE A HUSBAND. 
A curious tale of feminine credulity is 
told by a battered stone image, which 
stands in the rear of a tum bledow n old 
church on the water front of Vera Cruz. 
From time immemorial it Las been be­ 
lieved that if a marriageable woman shall 
hit this image squarely in the face with a 
stone, she will immediately obtain a hus- 
bandjand advantageous settlement for life. 
Evidently the founder of the tradition was 
acquainted with the fact that women are 
not expert stone-throwers. 
If it were not 
for this lamentable disability imposed by 
nature, the poor image would bare been 
demolished long ago. As it is, the battered 
face, which has lost all semblance o f “ fea­ 
tures, ’ and the heaps of small stones Iving 
all about, attest the industry of the weaker 
sex, as well as their good sense in desiring 
to be married. 
So fearfully hot is it by day. even during 
ih e season of our northern mid-winter, 


gardless ot tne met mat ueam is always 
gathering a harvest, with yellow jack for 
his reaper. 
And ye ' 
yet it must be confessed 


that one's peregrinations must all be made 
very early in the m orning or late at even­ 
ing". 
It is the universal custom to attend 
matins in thedim gray of the morning,and 
afterwards to walk before sunrise on the 
mole, or pier, which extends away out into 
the harbor, to catch the fresh breezes blow­ 
ing from the ocean and a glimpse of that 
mysterious Isla de los Sacrificios, where in 
the old days sanguinary Aztecs sacrificed 
the flower of their youth to the gloomy 
war god, Huitzilopotetli. The evening or­ 
der of exercises is generally a horse-ear 
ride out to the aneieni church of the A la­ 
meda, to hear vespei 
in <,’ortez sanctuary, 
and afterwards to lounge awhile with the 
populace upon the plaster benches beneath 
the cocoa palms. 
But later everybody re­ 
turns to the city, for a few hours of m oon­ 
light and music among the roses and spout­ 
ing mermaidens of the Biaza de la Consti­ 
tución.

A VISIT TO t h e MAIN PANTHEON. 
In this latitude there is no twilight, but 
the long summer days darken suddenly to 
night, with no intervening gloaming." It 
m ust have been alter 7 o'clock when we 
entered the gates of the great cemetery—a 
vast "city o f the dead" which is a thou­ 
sand tim es more populous ttian the living 
ones lying all around i t ; and before we were 
aware of the lateness of the hour, darkness 
settled down upon the forest of tall black 
crosses, and the moon came up to dimly 
light our passage among them. 
The wierd 
fascination of the sefcne is beyond the 
power of my pen to portray. 
Low upon 
the horizon lay “ the southern cross”— 
that superstition of sailors, which is seen 
first with all its stars complete upon the 
shores of the Gulf of Mexico. 
Straying 
about in the shadows, we were frequently 
startled by the rustling o f wings—not an­ 
gel's, gentle reader, hut svjnlotes, whose 
evening slumbers we had disturbed, for 
multitudes of these birds find a nightly 
resting place upon 
the arms of the 
pantheon crosses. 
In 
the distance we 
espied a pale glimmer of light, which ap­ 
peared to be moving about in a ghostly 
manner—the effect of wind-blown branches 
waving between, for investigation proved it 
to be a lamp, burning before the tomb of a 
lady who died in IS 13. 
There are three immense cemeteries, con­ 
nected by gates, the high walls which en­ 
circle them all in one being a succession of 
vaults, whose square openings—just wide

Re< okd-1 nion : Just before leaving 
the land of dollars fi;r the land of art. Mme. 
Christine Nilsson, the great cantatrice, ex­ 
pressed herself concerning the relative ¡Kip- 
ularity of the schools of music which she 
respectively represented, and her impress­ 
ions are as follow s: 
" The evidence my 
experience afforded, is that the Italian and 
French schools of music, with which I am 
proud »o be identilied, have not lost a par­ 
ticle of their hold upon the public taste. 
The talk of Wagner displacing Rossini, 
Donizetti, Meyerbeer and Gounod sounds 
very well, but it m eans nothing. 
During 
the tour undertaken by Theodore Thomas 
the receipts at the door and the applause 
and ret ails showed in every city J visited 
that the audience's [.reference was lor Ital­ 
ian and French music, and for such, ex­ 
cept from Wagner's repertoire, as were 
akin to the older compositions in point of 
melody and clearness.

I say again 
that 1 am doubly delighted at the testi­ 
mony ot Mr. Thom as’ concerts, the money 
and enthusiasm both coming on my nights, 
o f course this does not lessen my" admira­ 
tion for what ts intelligible itt Wagner’s 
writing and tor his wonderful instrumenta­ 
tion.” Mine. Niisson does not overlook the 
fact that too much iugh-ciass German opera, 
of the- AY agner school caused a loss o f over 
$5,000 to the Chicago and $20,000 to the 
t incinnati festivals last year; while in 
Milwaukee, a city o f seventy-five per cent. 
German, the receipts barely exceeded the 
expenses.

In the practice of acting a most import­ 
ant point is the study of elocution: and in 
elocution one great difficulty is the use of 
sufficient force lo b e generally heard with­ 
out being unnaturally loud,"and without 
acquiring a stilted delivery, 
Tlte advice of 
the old actors was that you should always 
[fitch your voice so as to be heard by the 
back row of the gallery—no easy task to 
accomplish without offending the ears of 
the front row of the orchestra. 
And I 
should tell you that this exaggeration ap­ 
plies to everything on the stage. 
To ap 
pear to he natural you must in reality be 
much broader than natural. 
To ac: oft the 
stage as one really would in a room would 
be ineffective and colorless. 
I never knew 
an actor who brought the art of elocution 
to greater | ic-rfectiou than the late Charles 
Matthews, whose utterance on the stage 
was so natural that one was surprised to 
find when near him that he was really 
speaking in a very loud key. There is a 
great actor in your own country to whose 
elocution one always listens with the ut­ 
most enjoyment—i" mean Edwin Booth. 
H e has inherited this gift, I believe, from 
liis famous father, of w horn I have heard it 
s:d<], that lie always insisted on a thorough 
use o f the “ instruments'’—by which he 
meant the tc-eth— in the formation of 
words.—[Henry Irving in English Illus­ 
trated Magazine. 


A SURGICAL OPERATION F oil PIANO PLAYERS. 
^ The skill of a well-known physician in 
this city has cpinc to th? rescue Of a nnm- 
'•;-r 
prominent pianists an i musical stu- I 
dents in a most singular and interesting 
particular. 
Tiie facts have just been made 
the subject ot a paper read before the 
County Medical Society. 
To comprehend 
this assistance rendered by surgical si-i- 
enee to musicians a very well-known fact 
must be understood. 
AVhen tj.e middle 
linger and the little linger are brought 
down by the flexor muscles, and their ends 
are held down against the keys of a piano, 
tor the purpose ot producing continuous 
sounds, and it is necessary to extend, and 
then ilex or bend, the third finger in order 
to produce accompanying sounds, it will be 
found that the third linger cannot be very 
effectively used unles- after long and con­ 
stant practice, and often not then. 
The reason for this stiffness is simple 
The tendons of the little and middle ling­ 
ers are connected with the tendons of the 
third linger by lateral or accessory tendons, 
so that when the two former lingers are 
held down the two accessory tendons hold 
in check the power of the muscular libers 
acting upon the tendon o f the third finger, 
and thus it can be but clum sily used. Such 
accessory tendons are sometimes found in 
one hand, sometimes in the other but 
usually in the right hand. 
They are a 
source of serious annoyance and difficultv 
to musical performers. 
I)r. t\ ill ¡am S. Forbes, the Demonstrator 
of Anatomy in Jefferson < ’ollege, has found 
a means of overcoming these difficulties in 
a very sim ple but ingenious manner. 
He 
sa y s: “ A few years ago a young musician, 
and a performer on the ¡-kino, consulted 
llte lii regard to his inability to lift up, as 
he expressed it, the ring-finger of ids rhdn 
hand while the middle and little fingers 
neighboring were held flexed on the keys 
of his piano. 
This restriction did not exist 
in the ring-finger o f his left hand ; with it 
he had no trouble. 
1 explained to him the 
presence of the accessory tendons in Ids 
right hand, with their restricting power, 
and told him of their probable absence in 
his left.” 
The Doctor then proceeds to give an elab­ 
orate and technical account of how he per­ 
formed an operation that severed or cut off 
the accessory tendons from the little and 
middle finger. 
The liberation of the ring- 
finger was complete. The ball of the finger 
could be elevated an inch further front the 
plane of the hand, and the patient ex ­ 
pressed his gratification at the extended 
and great facility with which he could use 
this ring-finger on ihe keys o f his piano. 
Referring to the complete success of the 
operation. Dr. Forbes says: “ 1 have.divided 
these accessory tendons for the purpose of 
liberating the ring-finger in fourteen per­ 
sons. and in nine o f tiiese the operation was 
performed on the tendons o f both hands at 
one sitting. 
I do not think at any one of 
these operations half a dram of blood was 
lost. 
In not one of them did any accident 
follow the operation. 
The issue in all of 
them was successful. 
In two persons who 
came to my office together, strangers front 
a distance, I performed this operation on 
the two hands of caclt of them in the pres­ 
ence of my friend. Dr. Addinell Hewson, 
Jr. These two patients said with empha­ 
sis that there was not only relief in using 
the ring-finger, but there "was also an ab­ 
sence o f exertion, which before the opera­ 
tion was constant and forcible, along the 
back of the forearm and hand.”—[Phila­ 
delphia Record.

The Zeitichrifl fu r hwirumentenbau gives 
an interesting account of a pianoforte made 
in Paris, in which paper was made to take 
the place of wood, the whole case being 
manufactured from paper so compressed 
that it was able to receive a hard surface, 
which took a perfect polish.

m ent is reported not to be loud, but very 
sweet, 
The short, broken character of the 


sounds emitted by ordinary pianofortes is 
replaced by a soft, full, quasi-eon tin uous 
sound, resembling somewhat that of the 
organ.

E - i l - . u n l 
Juunuil concerning a N orthern ” School 
History of the United States:” 
B eauvoir, Miss., June 20, 1885. 
Cubiit\ ./. /,. J ’.iihv. Clarion Otáre— D e a r 
S ir : Inclosed with this I send you a letter 
on a subject of such importance as will, no 
doubt, commend it to your attention. 
As 
there can be no higher duty than to guard 
against false impressions in the instruction 
of children, so there can be no care more 
essential than the proper selection of the 
school hooks. 
In them to pervert history 
and propagate untrue doctrine is to poison 
urces o f our political streams. 1 Itavi 
not seen the book referred to, but judging 
u by extracts given 1 am surprised that it 
should have received such an indorsement 
as is cited. 
Among the less informed persons at the 
North there exists an opiui "it that the ne­ 
gro slave at the South was a mere chattel, 
having neither rights nor im m unities pro­ 
tected by law or public opinion. 
Southern 
men knew itch was not the ease, and oth­ 
ers desiring to know could readily learn the 
fact. 
On that error the lauded story of 
" 1 ncle Toni’s Cabin" xvas founded, but it 
is strange that a utilitarian and shrewd 
people did not ask why a slave, especially 
valuable, xvas (he object of privation and 
abuse? 
Had it been a horse they would 
have been better able to judge, and would 
most probably have rejected the story for 
its improbability. 
Many attempts have 
been made to evade and misrepresent the 
exhaustive opinion of < hiei'Justice Taney 
in the ’’ Drcd .Scott” case, but it remains 
unanswered. 
Front the statement. 
regard to Fort 
Sumpter, a child might suppose that a for­ 
eign army had attacked the1 United ¡States 
—certainly could not learn that the State 
of South Carolina was merely seeking pos­ 
session of a fort on her own soil, -utd claim­ 
ing that her grant of the rite had become 
Void. 
The tyrant s plea o f necessity to excuse 
despotic usurpation is offered for the un­ 
constitutional Act of emancipation, and 
the jioor resort to prejudice is invoked in 
the use of the epithet “ rebellion ”—a word 
inapplicable to the States generally, and 
most especially so to the sovereign" m em ­ 
bers of a voluntary union. 
But, alas fur 
their ancient prestige, they have even lost 
the plural reference they had in the Consti- 
. 
tuition as to be described by '.he neutral 
pronoun “ it." 
Such language would be 
appropriate to an imperial government, 
which, in absorbing territories, required 
the subjected inhabitants to swear alle­ 
giance to it. 
Ignorance and artifice ltave combined 
so to misrepresent the matter of official 
oaths in the United States, that it m a y b e 
well to give the question more than pass­ 
ing notice. 
AVhen the “i-rivereign, inde­ 
pendent States o f America” formed a consti­ 
tutional compact of union it was provided in 
the sixth article thereof that the officers 
"of the United States and o f the several 
States shall be bound by oath or affirm­ 
ation to support this Constitution,” and by 
the law o f June 1, 1789, the form of the 
required oath was prescribed as follow s: 
“ I. A. B., do solem nly swear or affirm (as 
the case may be) that I will support the 
Constitution of the United States. * 
That xvas the oath. 
The obligation was 
to support the Constitution, 
it created no 
new obligation, for the citizen already owed 
allegiance to his respective 
State, and 
through her to the Union of which she 
was a member. 
The conclusion is un­ 
avoidable that those who did not support, 
but ciid not violate, the Constitution were 
they who broke their official oaths. 
The 
General Government had only the powers 
delegated to it. by the States. 
The power 
to coerce a State was not given, but em­ 
phatically refused. 
Therefore, to invade a 
State, to overthrow its government by 
force of arms, was a palpable violation 
of 
the 
Constitution, 
which 
officers 
had sworn to support, and thus to levy- 
war 
against States which the Federal 
officers claimed to be, 
notwithstanding 
their ordinances of secession, still in the 
Union, was the treason defined in the third 
section of the third article of the Constitu­ 
tion ; the only treason recognized by the 
fundamental law of the United ¡states." 
AVhen our forefathers assumed for the 
several States they represented a separate 
and equal station among the [towers of the 
earth, the central idea around which their 
political institutions were grouped 
was 
that sovreignty belonged to the people, in­ 
herent and inalienable : therefore, that gov­ 
ernments were their agents, instituted to 
secure their rights, and " deriving their 
just powers from the consent o f the gov­ 
erned.” xvhenoe they drawn the corollary 
“ that whenever any form of government be­ 
comes destructive of these ends it is the 
right (if the people to alter or abolish it." 
etc. 
AA'hat xvas meant by the word “peo­ 
ple” in this connection is manifest from the 
circumstances. 
It could only authorita­ 
tively refer to the distinct communities 
who, each for itself, joined in tlte declara­ 
tion and in theeoneurrentactof separation 
from the Government of Great Britain. 
By all that is revered in the memory of 
our Revolutionary sires and sacred in" the 
principles they established, let not the 
children of the United States be taught 
that our Federal Government is sovereign ; 
that our sires, after having, by a long and 
bloody 
xvar, 
won 
community 
inde­ 
pendence, 
used 
the 
power, 
not 
for 
the end sought, but to transfer their alle­ 
giance, and, by oath or otherwise, bind 
their posterity to be the subjects of another 
Government, from which they could only- 
free themselves by force of arms.

o f a m yth as form erly. 
T he latest discov- 
cry of this character is described as fol­ 
lows : There is said to be a vast deposit of 
¡n a tu ra l soap near Com ing, Ohio. 
As the

\\ oods ' built a fire against a precipice of 
rocks tor the purpose of preparing a m eal. 
'1 he heat split off a large fragm ent o f solid 
stone, and to th eir surprise a slippery sub­ 
stance of a dirty yellow ish color began to 
run from little perforations on the i'aee of 
the rock. T his substance had a consistency 
sim ilar to th at o f molasses in cold weather.

Just as the moou rose over the bay. 
Where swinging wide at her moorings lay 
The Somerset. British man-of-war; 
A phantom ship, w ith each m ast and spar 
Across the moou like a prison bar. 
And a huge black bulk, that was magnified

Som etim es a thin 
sheet o f rubber is placed betw een tw o layers 
of silk. T he best gas for filling the balloon 
is hydrogen, because it is th e lightest. Pure 
hydrogen weighs oniy one-fourteenth as 
m uch as air. 
Com mon coat gas, used for 
j lighting houses and streets, weighs about 
' h alf as m uch as air. 
It is m anufactured in 
all large towns, and it is m uch cheaper to 
buy at the gas-works enough to till a bal­ 
loon th an to m ake tiie necessary fixtures 
for generating hydrogen. 
H ence, this gas 
is now generally used. 
T he silken gas-bag is round a t the top, 
and is prolonged at the bottom into a fu n ­ 
nel-shaped tube w ith open m outh. 
The 
top is covered w ith netting, from the net 
cords support the car of basket w ork in 
which the n-ronaut sits, lie i arries a q u an ­ 
tity o f sat'.fi in hags: if he wishes to rise lie 
lightens tiie balloon by throw ing out som e 
o fh is sand-baliast. 
W hen h e wishes tode- 
soend he pulls a cork which opens a valve 
at the top anddets som e of the gas escape. 
T he bag is never full at starting. 
As it 
rises the pressure of the air u[>o:i it dim in ­ 
ishes, and the gas expands, tiie surplus es­ 
capes through tire funnel or safety-valve at 
the bottom , 
if th e bag were too fall at 
starting, or if this safety-valve should not 
furnish sufficient outlet for the expanding 
gas. tiie balloon m ight burst, leaving the 
¡erouaut in the air, w ith no m eans o f sup­ 
port. 
Fatul accidents have happened in 
this way. 
T he 
voyager 
is som etim es prepared 
against such danger by a parachute. 
T his 
is made o f strong cloth, like a large um ­ 
brella, with strong cords in the place of 
w halebones; other cords from t lie sides 
sustain a sm all car. A sm all opening in 
the top. like a chim ney, steadies the para­ 
chute, w hile the resistance ot the air lets 
the m an slowly down to th e ground. 
The balloon moves w ith the air in which 
it floats. T he navigator cannot control its 
m otion except as he m akes it rise or fall. 
file most rem arkable balloon ascent was 
m ade by Messrs. G laislier and Coxwell, at 
London, on tiie "itIt of .September, l*l>2. 
The balloon contained Go.000 cubic feet of 
coal gas, which was about one-tiiird as 
heavy as air. 
At three niih-s high this gas 
had expanded to 00,000 cubic feet, and was 
flowing from th e safety-valve. 
In fifty 
m inutes from the tim e o f ascent the balloon 
was five m iles from the ground, an d tiie 
therm om eter hud fallen sixty-one degrees. 
Soon after, the m achine still rising, the 
o-ronauts began to fie! discomfort. 
The 
barom eter had fallen to nine and tiirce- 
fourths inches, indicating a bight of go,000 
leet. 
Mr. Coxwell ascended into the ring 
and found it very cold. 
H oar-frost was 
gathering on the ropes and tire- silk. W hen 
lie tried to descend he found his lingers 
frozen, and lie had to place his arm s upon 
the ring and drop into th e basket. 
H ere 
he found Mr. Glaislier unconscious, and 
tiiat he him self was fast becoming insensi­ 
ble. 
H e tried to puil the valve rope, but 
his hands were useless; lie seized the cord 
w ith iiis teetli and opened th e valve until 
th e balloon began to descend, 
in a few 
m inutes Mr. Glaislier revived, and the two 
then descended to the eartli in safety. 
T hey had reached a bight of m ore than 
seven and one-half m iles ; the tem perature 
was fifty-two degrees beiow the freezing 
p o in t; the air was too th in to support life. 
If Mr. Coxwell had not opened the valve at 
that critical m om ent neither would have 
returned alive. 
E ither the balloon would 
have burst anil dropped them upon the 
earth, or they m ight have been carried out 
into space and never been heard from 
m ore,—[A Iden's Juvenile Book o f K now l­ 
edge.

The ancient table tells us th at an old 
Greek, 1) edalus and his son, Icarus, being 
captives in a tower, m ade to them selves 
wings, wliieli they fastened to their arm s 
and shoulders w ith wax. T hey flew aw ay 
to freedom, but Icarus was am bitious, and 
flew too near the sun : the wax m elted, the 
wings dropped, an d 
the rash boy was 
drowned in tiie sea: so they call that sea 
th e learian sea. 
To lie sure the story is only a fable. Men 
have not the m uscular breast o f th e dove: 
even if they should fasten broad sails to 
their arm s, they could not sustain tliem- 
selves in the air by flapping tlieir wings. 
Yet in the iable we find the earnest desire 
which men have to fly. 
They have it yet. 
in 177?. soap-bubbles filled with hydro­ 
gen gas were found to rise, ju st as every 
chem ical lecturer m akes them do to this 
day. In the sam e year two brothers nam ed 
M ontgolfier m ade th e first balloon at Av­ 
ignon. France. It was a globe about thirty- 
five feet i>i diam eter, m ade o f cloth, lined 
w ith paper and open below. 
A fire was 
lighted beneath th e opening, and when tiie 
air filled the bag it becaijie lighter than tiie 
surrounding air and so rose. 
Next year they placed the fire in a wire 
basket, hung below the hag. so that the fire 
was carried up. and continued to w arm tin- 
inclosed air. 
T he balloon rose about a 
m ile. 
Then they hung living anim als in a 
basket below th e lire; then in November, 
I7'-¡. at Boulogne, l’ilatre de Jtozier had 
courage to m ake th e first ascent, an d cam e 
back safely. 
Next, hydrogen gas was used 
instead o f heated air. 
itozier and another undertook to cross 
the sea into England. They m ade a double 
balloon, placing a bag of hydrogen above 
the bag of heated air. 
Before they liad as­ 
cended very far th e gas took tire, the m a­ 
chine was consum ed alm ost instantly, and 
the unfortunate voyagers, falling headlong, 
were dashed in pieces on the shore below. 
sm all balloons are stili m ade to rise by 
m eans o f hot air. 
A ny boy who is ingeni­ 
ous enough to hang and fly a paper kite can 
fly an air balloon. 
First m ake a ring, say fifteen inches in 
diam eter, laying together som e springs 
from an old hoop-skirt, and w inding here 
and there with string. 
Tie across the hoop 
tw o pieces of sm all wire—th at ravelled 
from an old broom is just rig h t—let them 
cross in tiie m iddle, and tie w ith w ire a bit 
of sponge to the crossing. 
Now cut som e 
pieces of tissue paper, say forty inches long, 
n ine inches wide in the m iddle, six inches 
at one end, and tapering to a point at the 
otiier; m ake the tw o sides curve regularly 
from etui to end. 
Eight or n ine such 
pieces past,si together will m ake quite a 
capacious bag. and if the strips a reo fd iffer­ 
ent colors will be very gay. Paste the open 
end to the hoop, am i the balloon is fin­ 
ished. 
Now to fly it. Fasten a pole horizontally, 
as high as you can reach, and hang yottr 
bag to th e end o f it, m outh dow nw ard. 
Pour som e alcohol upon the sponge and 
light it. 
As the spirit burns, th e hot air 
tills ilip balloon, the sides swell out. you 
slip it from the end o f the pole and aw ay it 
sails into the air. 
Do not put too ntueh 
alcohol on tiie sponge lest the strong flame 
burn th e paper and you lose yottr labor. 
B etter use a little, holding the balloon bv a 
string until th at burns out and th e bag’ is 
pretty well e x p an d ed : then, w hen the flame 
is gone out, pour ou som e more, light again 
and up it w ill go grandly to the end of 
your kite-line, or free, as you choose. 
Large balloons arc m ade of silk, v ar­ 
nished w ith a m istu re of linseed oil and 


T h e I,am i A gent. 
T he land agent is an indispensable being, 
and especially b- lie so in Texas, líe posses­ 
ses som e o f the iniquities of tiie lightning- 
rod agent, hut he enjoys m any of the 
am iable qualities of the drum m er, or, to 
be esthetic, let’s say the com m ercial toitri.-t.

1 stood and w atched 
the scene clear through the w hole act, and 
tiie whole act was a first-class comedy, 
w orth six bits for a scat in the dress circle. 
T he young adventurer was seeking fortune 
in clinics far away front his native heath, 
and the good-natured land agent was giv­ 
ing him a few pointers by kindly inform ­ 
ing liim how he could soon grasp said for­ 
tune by investing in land w hich lie would 
furnish liim at $2 per acre. O f course this 
was an enorm ous sacrifice, bu t the L. A. 
was m aking tiie sacrifice just to accomm o­ 
date tlie young m an from the green hills of 
V erm ont. 
A bout this tim e the L. A. was 
getting very confiding and affable, 
lip 
¡Hilled out a book and lead pencil and 
show ed th e credulous tenderfoot how he 
could take 100 acres of land and m ake tt 
fortune in grow ing cotton in one year. 
Jt 
was astonishing how that land sharp m ade 
the cotton fields bloom on paper. 
M ay I 
hope to be afflicted w ith the gout if he 
dhin t m ake the land turn off two hales of 
cotton to th e acre, after standing a four- 
month.-' drought. 
I never did see so m uch 
cotton before in all m y life. T hen lie 
started fine fields of corn to blooming, and, 
oh, how they did bloom on that sheet of 
p a p e -. 
W heat started up and produced a 
prodigious yield : w aterm elons got p lenti­ 
ful enough to cause th e average negro to 
go into spasm s of jo y ; peaches, pears and 
everything grew up so rapidly that I found 
m yself seriously contem plating the pu r­ 
chase of a farm . 
Yes, sir. th at confounded 
L. A. cante very near roping m e in instead 
of the tenderfoot. 
Then th e unsophisticated tenderfoot was 
show n th e grand m ysteries of tire breeding 
business. T he w orthy L. A. staked oil a 
line cow ^anch with his lead pencil, stocked 
it w ith fifty head of cattle, and set the 
young sapling from V erm ont on it, and 
m ade him a fortune before a zrav gander 
could turn and bat hi3 eve tiiree titties.

Tlte prostration, the death, the entomb­ 
ment of General (irant arc events that 
stand forth among the most prominent 
unit powerful in their influence of any 
tiitii have been written in the annals of 
the nation’s history. They are three great 
les-'ins that have made an impression never 
to !x? effaced. 
ilis sickness suddenly 
awakened the whole country to a full and 
exipii-ite realization of the unity of the 
people of the United States; and next his 
tie.tilt taught them in the presence of the 
close of a marvellous career and a great 
national character, lmilded ii[>on valor, 
love of country and simple, honest-minded 
determination to do duty, the littleness of 
tho-e things that separate us into factions, 
and the greatness and strength of the 
bonds that hold tts in a common citizen­ 
ship of common dependence. 
The death 
of General (¡rant was a second great chap­ 
ter 
of 
lessons, 
and 
lias 
been 
of 
infinite service to the country, as was bis 
life. 
The man whose final lying down 
contributes so greatly to the enkindling of 
patriotic fires and lofty national purposes, 
must indeed have lived to great purpose. 
His death has taught us how small has 
grown the breach, and how faint the piti­ 
ful line that divides us into sections, 
N orth and South, and bow impossible it is 
tltat, looking from Appomatox farm-house, 
to-day rolled in black bv Southern bands, 
the country can ever turn its gaze back­ 
ward with desire for the past.

The demand that there 
must be no order made lor river improve­ 
ment until miners cease depositing their 
debris in the river means-simply the de­ 
struction of the stream, for t lie law’s 
delays are proverbial, a- also those of the 
Government, but the Government has th" 
power, the instant it resolves to do the 
work, to prohibit it- injury or destruction, 
or any trespass upon it whatever, by liv- j 
draulic miners. That is to say, we are 
convinced of the present pressing necessity 
of beginning an agitation that will gain 
the attention, both of the governmental 
departments and of Congress, and tl:is need 
not lessen activity in pursuing legal reme­ 
dies meanwhile, but should rather stim u­ 
late it to new vigor. 
If every hydraulic 
mine were closed to-day, it would take the 
t rovernment from two to three rears to get 
to work upon the river. 
By beginning 
now, therefore, to agitate the ipiestion, we 
may advance the reclamation by awaken­ 
ing the Federal authorities at Washington 
to preparatory steps at least.

I f A A B were engaged in extending a dum p 
of sawdust from their m ill into a navigable 
stream which the Government was endeavoring 
to kecpopen, clear out and prevent from filling 
up, does any one suppose that the proper Gov­ 
ernm ent authority would fail to issue an order 
to A A B to cease doing dam age by extending 
the dum p? Precisely such an order must fol­ 
low, aud be enforced, regarding m ining sliek- 
ens, if the Government can lie induced to enter 
upon the reformation of the river. 


The Former supplements the quotations 
with these rem arks: “ Our readers will 
ob-erve in the above the very sentiments 
advocated in this journal fur the past six 
months when speaking of the ‘ new prob­ 
lem.’

THE NATIONAL HEART. 


RAILROADS IN 1884. 


The introduction to Poor’s Manual of 
Railroads for 1885 gives a review of the 
railroad situation for 1884. 
From this we 
learn that at the close of the year we had 
125,371) miles of railway, of which 3,977 
miles were constructed within tiie year. 
The rate of increase thus indicated is 3.17 
per cent. 
Returns were made of share 
capital and funded and floating debts, by 
125,152 miles, as against 120,552 in the 
year 1883, or 3.8 per cent, increase. The 
share capital of the mileage in operation 
in 1884 equaled §3,762,616,686, as against 
£3,708,060,583 in 1883, an increase of about 
1.4 per cent. The funded debts of all 
lines aggregated $3,669,115,772, or £168,­ 
235,858 in excess of tlte total of 1883, be­ 
ing about 2.6 per cent. 
The cost j>er mile 
of all the roads making returns as measured 
by the amount of their stocks and indebt­ 
edness 
equaled nearly £61,400, against 
£61,800 for 1883. 
The gross earnings of 
all lines making return.- were £770,1 ¡84,908, 
of which £206,790,701 were received from 
passenger, and £502,869,910 from freight 
transportation. 
In 1£83, we find hv refer- 
erencc to former re]iorls. the gro.-s receipts 
or earnings were £215,287,824 from passen­ 
gers, £549,756,695 front freight and £53,­ 
728,405 from miscellaneous sources, a total 
of £823,772,924. This shows a decrease for 
1884 of £53,088,016, or very nearly the 
same 
amount 
of 
decline 
in earn­ 
ing capacity 
as 
represented 
increase 
of earnings in 1883, as against 1882. 
In 1884 the earnings per mile were £6,663, 
against £7,461 for 1883, a decrease of £798 
per mile. 
The net earnings equaled 5268,­ 
106,258 in ls*4, a falling off of £25,201,027 
in the year, or about 9 per cent, from 1883. 
The falling off in tonnage carried equaled 
10,378,690 tons, or about 21 per cent, tle- 
crexse. 
The rates per ton per mile in 1884 
of freight transported equaled 1.124 cents,

Union to-day is red and warm, and is sent 
out l>y a common heart; the national heart; 
the national heart that heats full and 
strong and true, and with a vigor that 
testifies to a vitality that shall have no end. 


T h e r e can scarcely be two opinions 
among the im partial and those who have 
at all studied the transportation question, 
concerning the adopted resolution of the 
Railroad Commissioners relative to the 
construction of the constitutional prohibi­ 
tion of a greater charge for a short than a 
longer hall. 
It certainly does mean that 
there shall not he a greater aggregate 
charge, and not rate per mile for a given 
distance. 
Any other construction would 
land the question in a morass of doubts 
and uncertainties, not to say impossibil­ 
ities. 
It certainly was never intended that 
a rate per mile should 
be the basis 
of comparison of an excess of charge in 
two given eases for the same class of 
freight, moving in the same direction. 
If 
that rule could obtain it would mean -im ­ 
ply the non-moving of a certain class of 
products that must he moved even at less 
than the cost of carriage, or at least w ith, 
out the reward of profit to the transporter, 
in order that the producing capacity of the 
country may be fostered. 
For there are 
products taken long hauls at a rate per 
mile that in reason cannot apply in the 
cxse of products taken a short hau!“ in 
the same direction ; as the Commission 
puts it, other things being substantially 
equal, the rate per mile fur the longer haul 
should lie less than for the shorter included 
in it. 
That is a principle common to com­ 
merce, and not new with carriers by rail. 
It i- a principle understood by all business 
men. and that obtains in the market everv 
day.

Meade, who met the terrible shock of 
battle at Gettysburg, was borne to the City 
of the Silent within a short time of the im­ 
posing Southern pageant that committed 
the dust of Lee to the mother d u st: and 
Thomas and Hood, who fought the last 
great battle of the war at Nashville, both 
sleep the dreamless sleep of the dead. 
Sherman and Johnston alone remain of 
the great commanders who locked horns 
with each other in the flame of battle. 
Their campaign from Chattanooga to At­ 
lanta. and from A tlanta to the sou. was the 
mos t brilliant of the war, and they are the 
only two great commanders who are left to 
sit down and talk their battles over, as 
they often do in the heartiest good fyhyw- 
j ship, 
o f the many commanders of the heroic 
Army of the Potomac, none remain, with 
the single exception of General McClellan. 
Scott, McDowell, Burnside, Hooker, Meade 
and Grant, who in turn commanded that 
magnificent army, have all gone to join 
the great majority, and Longstreet'is the 
only one of Lee s great lieutenants who 
lingers with the living. 
Jackson. Hill. 
Ewell and Stuart, who were in every great 
conflict of the Army of Virginia, rest with 
their great chieftain of Arlington. 
Joseph E. Johnston and G. T. Beaure­ 
gard are the only surviving Confederate 
commanders who led great armies to bat­ 
tle, and they are whitened by the frosts of 
time. Johnston has been in Congress, and 
is now at the head of the National Railroad 
Bureau, while Beauregard is bartering his 
fame in the market-place where lottery 
swindlers rob the multitude.—[Philadel­ 
phia Times.

who. after asking, “ W hat’s m atter?" re- 
iapsed into a state of dense know nothing- 
ism, which clothed him like a garm ent, and 
w hich was im pervious to all assaults. T he 
fact rem ains that C hinam en are being run 
in here on schedule tim e, and this m akes 
one reflect on th e changes w hich take place 
in this great and glorious country.

DISASTER 
IN 
THE ARCTIC. 
J 


T w o W h alin g ltark s anil M any L ives Lost Í 
in tiie D rifting le e . 
(San Francisco Bulletin, August 7th.] 
Tlie w haling schooner Jam es A. Garfield, 
w hich arrived from the Arctic last evening, 
w ith a cargo of w hale oil, bone, etc.. 
brought sad news. 
Tw o vessels, the bark 
N apoleon and 
tlie 
bark Gazelle, were 
crushed by the lee and lost. 
M any lives 
are reported to have been lost. 
Several 
vessels other th an those nam ed were dam ­ 
aged m ore or less. 
The particulars o f th e loss of the bark 
Napoleon were brought by (.’aptain M ur­ 
ray. M aster of the G arfield: T he hark N a­ 
poleon was stove by the ice in Behring Sea 
at 7 
p . 
m . on May 5th. in latitude 130°, 
longitude 177° 40’ east. 
W hile w orking 
through a lead she struck a piece < >t ice. 
and in a few m inutes was diseoveredjto lie 
full of w ater in the lower hold. 
T he 
boats wen- clear»], and w hat little provis­ 
ions could he found throw n into them , lit 
ten m inutes after the vessel was discovered 
to he stove in she rolled over. 
Captain 
Sm ith, second and fourth mates, w ith two 
boat ereivs, we discovered May 9th. at 1 p. 


m . 
T hree of the crew had died o f ex­ 
posure, and in less than tw enty-fours hours 
all would have been dead. Two boats are 
still missing, w ithout any chance o f ever 
being heard front. 
T he m issing bouts con­ 
tained the first m ate. W. A. Rogers, and 
third m ate, Thom as Reare, w ith seventeen 
m en. Captain S m ith reported th at after 
leaving the Napoleon he encountered a 
severe gale 
from 
the 
north-northeast, 
w hich cam e near sw am ping th e boal. 
Captain M urray also brings the following 
account of the loss of th e Gazelle, which i.- 
signed by Captain F. \V. Newth. late Master 
ot the G azelle: 
“ T he Gazelle was stove in 
th e ice about tw enty m iles S. 8. K. of S. W. 
Cape St. Lawrence island, at 3:45 a . m ., on 
the m orning of Ju n e 3d. She was going 
along under easy sail through scattering 
ice. w hen th e second m ate reported the 
ship full of w ater. 
Im m ediately all hands 
were called, and m anned the ship’s pum p 
and two foice-pum ps, but in spite of all 
ellbrts found the ship rapidly sinking. The 
boats were ordered cleared, and the vessel 
abandoned at ti 
m. 
T he w ater was then 
eighteen inches above th e between decks, 
and as the iec was rapid!}* closing about the 
vessel it was deem ed useless to rem ain 
longer. 
H ad a strong breeze from AV. 8. \V. 
and thick fog; steered northw est by the 
compass for six hours, and landed at 
Southw est Cape at 12 m . 
Camped for a 
short tim e, and th en w orked along the 
shore for a few miles, w hen three boats 
hauled out on the beach for the night. 
On 
the m orning of the 5th again took to the 
boats, and after a sail of thirty m iles were 
picked up by the bark A m olda and the 
schooner J. A. H am ilton, when we learned 
that the other two boats had been picked 
till the day before by the hark A bram b a r­ 
ker. and I thank C aptains M arvin, Mc­ 
Gregor and Hayes for their kindness to m y 
crew and mvself w hile on board th eir ves­ 
sel." 
T he Gazelle was one of the San l-’ran- 
ci-co lleet, of w hich Jam es Ser.nett A Co. 
were agents. 
T he Napoleon belonged to 
the New Bedford lleet—Jared Jem igan, 
agent. T he Young Rlm-nix, I)aw n, Eliza 
and A m olda were m ore or less damaged. 
T he Baln-na was badly stove, but was able 
to repair.

FERRAN’S 
FRAUD. 


W H AT AN AMERICAN 
PHYSICIAN 


DISCOVERED. 


H e C laim s that th e So ta ile d C hol­ 
era In ocu lation is th e 
B asest D eception. 


The following letter to the New York 
Tri!"i”C from 
correspondent at Barce­ 
lona. Spain, written a short time since, will 
be read witli the greatest interest by those 
wno have perused the recent accounts of 
Dr. Ferran's so-called cholera inoculation. 
T he correspondent say s: 
It seems to nie that Dr. Ferian is a char­ 
latan and that his inoculations for cholera 
are silly apings of Koch. Although the 
researches ot the great German had opened 
up a possibility of protective results it was 
hard to think that an inoculation of the so- 
called fluid-of-culture would prevent the 
true pathogenic action of the generic ehol- 
era-germ or bacillus. There was no war­ 
rant for believing that one attack of chol­ 
era may not he followed by another iu the 
sam e person. The text-books state that 
there are numerous cases on record of per­ 
sons who have hud the disease more than 
once. The uniform testimony of all who 
have expressed themselves 011 this feature 
agrees that one attack does not and cannot 
prevent the occurrence of another. This 
fact robs the operation of inoculation of a 
fundam ental 
principle. 
We 
vaccinate 
against small-pox, as one attack, as a rule, 
gives exemption from others. If it were so 
with cholera we might look on inoculation 
with confidence, but if the true attack con­ 
fers no protection it seems folly to believe 
that vaccination 
would do any better. 
Koch had never ventured to hold to any 
such idea, and it was hard to think of a sci­ 
entist who had got ahead of my great Ger­ 
man master. 
Yet, thinking that the matter was cer­ 
tainly worth investigation, and desiring to 
embrace the modus for my own country's 
sake if it seemed veritable, I journeyed 
into Spain to learn all that I could of the 
morphology of the microbe in question. 
At Barcelona 1 was met by information 
that the doctor had just arisen from a ban­ 
quet at the Grand Continental, and had gone 
nut to Aleira with his ears full of con­ 
gratulations and his cans full of the cul- 
ture-tiuid. I followed him by boat to Va­ 
lencia and thence out to the favored town. 
A lcira is situated rem arkably favorable to 
cholera visitation, and the presence of the 
dreaded bacillus might have been suspected 
in the slimy greenish waters that bathed 
the piers of the bridges which connects the 
island with the mainland, and which sent 
a close dampness in over the town. The 
houses looked God-forsaken and dilapi­ 
dated, and no sooner were my feet 011 the 
island than 1 felt that the epidemic was in­ 
deed a thing to dread. 


SEABCHIXU OUT A CAT I EXT. 
1 found the town the scene of a strange, 
wild excitement. 
Dr. Forran, in company 
with his friend and disciple, young Dr. 
1'anli, had just arrived, and ai flic time 
that I entered the town the two gentlemen 
were enjoying agreat reception from crowds 
of people who were flocking to the hospi- 
fai-yards to receive tiie wonderful inocula­ 
tion. 
Several hundreds had been vacci­ 
nated. and there were evidently many 
thousands awaiting their turn. 
Ñot only 
the citizens, but others from all of the 
country around about were full of the en­ 
thusiasm, and the section Farraniaua was 
beyond question the popular resort of the 
day. All classes of people were represented, 
and ail were equally enthusiastic, as they 
pushed ami pulled and fought for the privi­ 
lege of getting into the precincts, from 
which they came out one by one, with un­ 
mistakable joy written on their faces, as 
they felt witl. lull, unquestioning belief 
that they were fortified against the terrible 
scourge that is already wearing out the soul 
of Spain. 
1 at once sought out an inoculated person 
and opened up a clinical study of his 
symptoms. He had been “ touched'’ at 
9:30 .1. q. of a Monday, ami I saw him the 
-next day at noon. There was great and 
intense constitutional 
disturbance, with 
fever, vomiting and diarrhea. 
But the 
symptoms were not choleraic, though ba­ 
cilli were found in the blood and evacua­ 
tions. There was a notable nausea, with 
beat and pain in the stomach, ami exqui­ 
site intestinal torm ina following. Rest­ 
lessness palpitation and headache were 
marked, and within twelve hours from the 
time I met him the patient had the object­ 
ive phenomena of true choleraic collapse, 
and the discharges resembled those of 
cholera. 
But there was no cholera about 
it. The diarrhea of cholera has the merit 
of being painless, and this was not. More­ 
over. there were really 110 signs of what 
cholera should be. There was some vomit­ 
ing and much 
hebetude, great weak­ 
ness and con.~i dead de fever, 
in fact, 
something of a 'Wtate" had been pro­ 
duced. but I would have defied any one to 
have diagnosed it as cholera, or as a sem- 
blatit 
state. 
The observations 
settled 
nothing in my mind. 


c !\rilREH fiy THE SCANIAim. 
I sent in my card to Dr. l'erran, asking 
for an interview, but be did not answer it. 
1 then addressed him a note, asking in the 
nam e of science if lie would see me. Sliil 
no answer was deigned. 
1 then went down 
to the section and feed an officer to take 
m e into the august presence of the great 
doctor. 
I found him and his assistant in a 
large and well-lighted apartment, the floor 
bare and the furniture of the plainest wood. 
The gentleman from Valencia was lunch­ 
ing, aud I had the pleasure of seeing the 
gastronomic efforts of a tall, dark man, 
with heavy brows half-concealing a steel- 
blue eye. a large, sensual mouth, and an 
expression of countenance that was not at 
all gracious, but rather expressive of a cer­ 
tain m anner that showed suspicion or m an­ 
ifest lack of trustfulness. 
I introduced myself as a student of Dr. 
Koch, and the Spaniard treated me to a 
sneer, a bow and an abrupt " W hat can I 
do for you.” 
'■ i would like to learn something as to 
your inoculation.-." I began; adding, "I 
am an American.” 
'■ I do not propose to acquaint you or any 
011c else with my secret," the doctor inter­ 
rupted. " It is rny property and is not to 
bo revealed, though ultimately I may sell 
the right to use it in other countries than 
Spain." 
This took my breath away. 
"Y ou 
would steal m y secret!” he 
sneered; and Dr. Pauli opened the door, 
to indicate that the interwiew was at an 
end. 
1 came away feeling snubbed, but 
more determined than ever that I would 
see the m atter to its end. 
In my opinion, 
the man was not a legitimate worker, and 
1 wanted to And out his method. Though 
1.1,000 persons had been inoculated, it 
seemed more than possible that the man 
was only inoculating with something like 
septicem ia. W hy a true scientist would 
not -ay anything about hi- work was more 
than my mind could conceive, especially 
as it was generally published that he wais 
using the most legitimate means. 
ANOTHER TACK. 
I sought out an intelligent man, and from 
him ascertained the name of a tailor who 
was an unbeliever in the inoculations. I 
visited the tailor, and found him pro­ 
nounced in his distrust of the craze. He 
protested against it, and boldly declared it 
to be his belief that the protection would 
not protect. It is amusing to see a Spaniard 
demonstrative and denunciative, and this 
man was emphatically so. 
I told him how 
Dr Ferran had repelled me, and asked him 
if he would go to the hospital and obtain 
all the information he could for my benefit. 
H e scorned the suggestion, but supported it 
by another. He would loan me a suit and 
an apron and stain my face and arms a 
goodly

He jabbed a 
jiharPN bistoury under my skin at a point 
just above my left elbow in a business-like 
m anner. Then he took a hit of a brownish 
ungnental substance and inserted it under 
the integument, covering the wound up 
w ith a wafer of sticking plaster, the whole 
proceeding reminding me of a rude way of 
vaccinating to protect from smallpox. The 
operation completed, the fellow told me 


that an eruption would appear at the seat 
of the vaccination, and that violent cath- 
asis ( " induced cholera " he called it) would 
follow. As an adjuvant to this, he gave me 
three little pills, bidding me take one after 
thirty-six hours and the others at the 
seventy-second and one hundred and eighth 
hours, respectively. 
Though I hastened to get out of the 
crowded hospital and to my hotel, that I 
might there examine the wonderful culture- 
fluid that I carried in my arm, some twenty 
minutes necessarily elapsed, and laterl had 
the “ symptoms." 
As soon as my door 
was closed I tore off the plaster and ex­ 
tracted as much of the unguent as I could. 
There may have been microbes in the stuff. 
I hope so. 
My analysis showed that it was 
a compound of something more than 
culture-fluid. In it was elaterium. and cro­ 
tón oil. and vaswine. and perhaps other 
ingredients. In the three little pills were 
the same drugs—both of them the most 
violent 
of 
cathartics. 
Subsequently I 
found that all who were vaccinated have 
to take the pills. The result any physician 
or druggist can tel! of. 
IT I- CHARLATANRY. 
It is charlatanry. To disprove it is an 
impossibility. Vnless m ine was an excep­ 
tional ease, the inoculations consist in a 
subcutaneous injection of powerful hydra- 
gogue cathartics, under cover of a bona 
fide vaccination, supplementing this treat­ 
ment with a dosing with pills of the same 
trash. Thecrotonoil under the skin causes 
an eruption and a sore that rapidly becomes 
pustular and painful. The elaterium helps 
the oil to be efficacious, and it produces 
a systematic action which, in the de­ 
pression that follows, simulates the chol­ 
eraic collapse. The dejections have an 
appearance and a composition similar 
to the “ rice-water" discharges that are so 
characteristic of cholera. In truth, the ac­ 
tion of these two cathartics—especially if 
followed by dosage at intervals of thirty- 
six hours for nearly live days—will pro­ 
duce 
a 
condition 
strikingly' 
anal­ 
ogous 
to 
the 
terrible 
epidemic. 
It is a 
grand 
piece 
of 
fraud. 
If 
any one doubts it the Ferranian experi­ 
ments can he had with the drugs, and a 
certainty of the symptoms that the Madrid 
Academy dilates upon so eloquently'. 
1 wonder at such a stroke of smartness 
in a Spaniard, and humbly hope he is not 
an American in disguise.’ The thing has 
the flavor of wooden nutmegs decidedly, 
and at any rate the man is a genius who 
can gull thousands aud attract universal 
attention by taking the name of the chol­ 
era microbe ¡11 vain, and physicking people 
so deftly that they have the redeeming 
symptoms of a disease that will not be 
trifled with in anv such wav.
